Skylab Crew To Erect 
Sun Curtain Over Home 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. < AP) - 
Safely docked with their orbiting space 
station after a day of high drama, 
Skylab Vs astronauts today attempt 
what could be another cliffhanger — 
raising a sun curtain on their cabin in 
the sky. 
Bone-tired after a hectic first day in 
orbit, Charles Conrad Jr., Dr. Joseph 
P. Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz face 
another busy time today. They enter 
the station for the first time to deter­ 
mine how well it has survived the1 
effects of 12 days of extreme heat. 


Iiater today, they’ll attempt to erect 
an umbrella-like shade designed to 
block the sun’s rays and cool the craft 
so they can live aboard it for 28 days. 
They’ll long rem ember Friday. It 
was a day of changing emotions that 
began with a flawless liftoff into space 
and ended with a successful linkup 
with Skylab. 
In between they met with several 
failures which threatened a quick 
ending. 
During a frustrating space walk. 
Weitz found he did not have tin' proper 


tools to free a jammed solar panel that 
would have provided their orbital 
home with more electricity. 
The drama centered on die repeated 
attempts to link with tin* laboratory 
after the failure to release the panel. It 
followed one successful linkup earlier 
in tin* diiy when tin* astronauts caught 
Skylab after a 
17.000-mi Ie-an-hour 
pursuit that lasted 7 4 hours.

docking, 
the 
astronauts finally had to tike what 
amounted to a space walk to make 
necessary repairs. They donned splice 


suits, evacuated air from the cabin of 
their Apollo ferry ship and, in the 
vacuum of space, hooked up an 
electrical cable to override a short 
circuit. 
They did not step outside but moved 
into a tunnel area where the Apollo 
docking mechanism is located.

Skylab I commander Conrad ex­ 
claimed just before midnight as tlx* 
hooked up Apiolin and Skylab flew 
above a tracking station in the South 
Atlantic.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Saying he 
will stand for no investigative delays, 
Harvard law professor Archibald Cox 
has been sworn in as the government’s 
Watergate prosecutor. 
Cox’s superior, Elliot L. Richardson, 
took his oath of office as attorney 
general in a separate and more 
elaborate ceremony Friday. 
Richardson replaces Richard (I. 
Kleindiervst, who resigned saying close 
associates were implicated in the 
W atergate scandal Cox 
will be 
poohing. 


Cox, 61, took the oath in the U.S. 
solicitor general’s office where he 
served for five years during the ad­ 
ministrations of ITesidents Kennedy 
and Johnson. 
Cox told newsmen he had asked the 
three assistant U.S. attorneys in­ 


vestigating the* Watergate case to stay 
on for the time being so there would Im* 
“no break or delay in the inves­ 
tigation,” but that he will later review 
their status on his staff. 
President Nixon looked on at the 
White House as Chief Justice Warren 
Burger administered 
the 
oath 
to 
Richardson, 53, the 69th attorney 
general. Some 
200 friends 
and 
associates attended the ceremony in 
the East Room, usually the setting for 
major diplomatic and other formal 
activities. 
G enerally, cabinet officers are 
sworn in at fairly routine ceremonies 
watched by family members and 
friends. 
Without mentioning the Watergate 
scandal, Richardson said: “There are

Time is short and in just five weeks it 
w ill be too late for Pickaway County 
farmers to certify their crop and farm 
program acres at

( ASUS I county office. 


Final date for certifying is July I. 
This reminder comes from Paul 
Moore, Chairman of the ASF county 
committee, who also suggests that 
area farmers have their cropland 
measured and staked so they will know 
for sure they are not over-or-under- 
planting their land. 


“ Certification is not complicated." 
After a producer plants his crops, Im* 
goes to the ASCS county office and 
signs the certification papers. "When 
he signs," Mr. Moore says, “ he is 
stating in effect, ‘I have planted so 
many acres of allotment and base 
crops*/’ 


In certifying, the producer also 
indicates tin* amount of set-aside land 
he has and ttiat this land is as 
productive as this planted acreage. 
“ In other words," Mr. Moore says, "if 
the average production of the land is 
125 bushels of corn to tilt* acre, the set- 
aside land mast also he as produc­ 
tive.” 
lf the farmer wants to hay or graze 
his set-aside land, he should tell the 
county office when he certifies. If he 
decides lie wants to hay or graze the 
set-aside later (after certification) he 
also should notify the ASCS county 
office. Set-aside payments are reduced 
when the land is used for haying or 
grazing, and failure to notify the 
county office could result i i i loss of his 
payment. 
The producer must also 
maintain his conserving I lase acreage 
and plant the crop i i i a workmanship 
mariner. 
Following ce rtification, certain 
farms are picked at random for a spot 
check. These farms are visited, and 
program acreages checked. Accuracy 
of the certification is determined by 
comparing actual acreages with those 
certified by tin* producer. Those found 
out of compliance by spot checks may 
not dispose of their crops to bring their 
farms back i i i compliance.

Farmers Urged To Get Fertilizer Supply Now

Summer sewing time is upon us. The 
most popular fabric again is knit, so it 
is im portant to know how to choose 
them. Many have been disappointed 
recently after buying a piece that had 
been heat set off-grain and it couldn’t 
be matched. Or it was too stretchy for 
the selected pattern, so it ended up too 
big. 
There are several guidelines to go by 
when selecting a knit. One of the 
pattern companies has a gauge on 
each knit pattern to help you decide on 
the right knit. Others specify “For 
Stretchable Unbonded Knits Only” or 
‘‘Suitable for K nits.” Don’t overlook 
the guidelines on the pattern envelope 
which make suggestions for suitable 
fabrics. 
Select pattern in relation to the 
characteristics of your knit fabric. For 
exam ple, single knits are suitable for 
patterns having gathers and draping. 
Since single knits do not crease well, 
they do not lend them selves to pressed 
pleats or crisp edges. Double knit, a 
firm fabric, can be made into more 
tailored 
styles 
than 
single 
knits. 


C onsider these d ifferen ces when 
selecting patterns. Double knits come 
in a wide range of textures and weights 
from lightweight and open types to 
heavy textures. 
Avoid full circular or gored skirts 
with bias lines. These tend to stretch. 
Pattern envelope information can be 
useful. Many available patterns are 
designed especially for knits. Consider 
simple design lines and uncluttered 
detailing. 
Check the “grain.” Synthetic knits 
are heat set, so no pulling or stret­ 
ching can align crosswise (course) 
yarns at right angles to the lengthwise 
y arn s. T h erefo re, d eterm in e the 
lengthwise rib and follow this as a 
guide for grainline. Of course, avoid 
using crosswise designed knits which 
are off-grain. 
Flat 
wool 
knit 
fabrics can 
be 
straightened. 
Locate a 
continuous 
lengthwise rib or wale and m ark with 
basting thread. To locate crosswise 
“grain,” follow a row of loops across 
width of fabric with basting, lin e up 
grainline and steam and pull gently. 
Allow fabric to rest. If your fabric is in 
tubular form, to open fabric cut along 
a lengthwise rib close to fold. 
Smut On Turf 
Caused By Fungi

“Smut on turf m akes you wonder if 
pornography 
has 
moved 
into 
the 
turfgrass area. We’re really concerned 
w ith 
two 
d isease s 
th at 
a tta c k 
bluegrass lawns, namely stripe and 
flag sm uts. These diseases have been 
serious problem s in Merion bluegrass 
and some of the other bluegrasses in 
recent years. The turf has a gray and 
ragged appearance and if your lawn is 
not responding this spring, a closer 
look may be worthwhile.” 
This advice comes from R. 
E. 
Partyke, Extension Plant Pathologist 
at The Ohio State University, who adds 
that when the turf area is infected with 
one of these sm uts, patches of infected 
plants a foot or more in diam eter are 
often noticed. Infected plants are often 
pale green to yellow and stunted. 
Yellow-green streaks are present in 
the leaves. As the disease advances, 
the leaf blades curl and gray to black 
stripes appear. A black, soot-like dust 
can be rubbed off the stripes. In ad­ 
vanced stages of the disease, the 
leaves twist, curl and split from the tip 
downward. These dead ends give the 
turf an off color, Partyka explains. 
The fungi that cause these diseases 
grow best during cool tem peratures in 
early spring and fall. With 
ideal 
conditions last fall and 
favorable 
te m p e ra tu re s this sp rin g , 
these 
diseases got off to an early start. 


Symptoms m ay not be too obvious now 
but when higher tem peratures arrive 
and the grass is stressed, the turf will 
brown up in a hurry and it may be too 
late to do much about it during the 
su m m er. 
The 
fungi 
will 
grow 
system ically in the plant tissue and 
once a plant is infec ted, the fungi will 
rem ain there until the plant dies. High 
te m p e ra tu re s, above 90 d eg rees 
Fahrenheit, will reduce the growth of 
the fungi and sym ptoms in turf will be 
less severe under these conditions, 
provided the turf has good vigor to 
come back rapidly. 
These diseases can be controlled if 
they are detected early in the season. 
Since the fungi are inside the plant, 
sprays normally used to control turf 
diseases will not control these. A new 
system ic fungicide has been cleared 
by the E n v iro n m en tal P rotection 
Agency for the control of several 
disease problems rn turf, vegetables, 
fruits and ornam entals that gives 
satisfactory control of sm ut on turf. 


T his m a te ria l, benom yl, sold as 
Benlate or Tersan 1991, should be used 
at the rate of 4-6 ounces per 1000 square 
feet once, either in the spring or fall. 
For best results, the turf area should 
be dethatched or else aerated before 
treatm ent. Apply the fungicide and 
then w ater with 
inch of water to 
insure good crown penetration. 
A 
second application the following year 
may be necessary to give further 
control. 
Prospects For Increased 
Farm Income Look Good

Prospects for increased farm in­ 
comes look better in 1973 than they 
have in years. Realized net farm in­ 
come, according to the U.S. D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture, m ay reach a 
record $21 billion, up from $19.2 in 1972.

I xx'a1 fertilizer dealers indicated 
deliveries to farm ers are increasing, 
since focus was put on the possibility of 
short supplies later this year. 
F arm ers should deal now to fill their 
fa rm ’s fe rtilize r needs, because 
problem s 
could 
develop 
in 
replenishing local supplies, according 
to Paul Moore, Chairman of the 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Service (ASCS) Pickaway 
County office. 
He explained that ASCS officials 
have been keeping track of fuel and 
fertilizer supplies across the country 
and the ASCS county office is closely 
tuned in on the local and national 
situation. He added that local farm ­ 
ers will be kept informed on the 
situation. 
One problem Mr. Moore cited is that 
wet w e ath er kept fa rm e rs from 
plowing down fe rtilize r last fall 
creating greater demand this spring.

Easing The Throttle 


G asoline shortages which 
have appeared throughout the 
United States have been spotty, 
but speculation is wide-spread 
about what measures may be 
taken if supplies continue to 
deteriorate. 
Most

prominence have to do with 
allocating supplies to essential 
uses. 


This could result, of course, 
in users with lower priorities 
not receiving any at all in a 
crunch. Mather than wait for 
that possibility to appear, more 


efficient usage by all is worth a 
try. Focusing on that view, 
Deputy Treasury Secretary 
William E. Simon is sounding 
out support for establishing 
national 
speed 
limits 
lower 
than those now in effect on the 
interstate highway system. 
What makes the treasury 
official’s views important is his 
dual assignment as chairman

Committee. He is the one man 
below the President charged 
with coming up with some 
plans for handling a possible 
petroleum crisis.

WASHINGTON 
Given the obvious 
dram a — Was Nixon involved? — of 
the W atergate hearings, balance and 
perspective become ever harder to 
m aintain. In Washington, especially, 
the mood is manic. But a few heretical 
questions, which are not being asked, 
m ay be in order: 
Ii Why did Jam es McCord not ac­ 
cept the offer of Executive clemency in 
return for silence? Judge Sirica is 
handing out 30-40 year sentences. By 
cooperating with the com m ittee and 
the grand jury McCord may soften Uh* 
judge, but he surely cannot improve 
upon the ten months or a year tie says 
he w as prom ised by John Caulfield.

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NEW YORK (AP) — Those who 
claim to see equilibrium returning to 
the economy later this year are saying 
that the furious surge in prices during 
the first quarter was the result of 
exceptional circum stances. 
These sam e circum stances, we are 
advised, will exert progressively less 
pressure on prices as the year w ears 
on, and the economy will resum e the 
sane, normal course plotted for it by 
the nation’s leaders. 
H ie blam e, therefore, is placed on 
unforeseen events, on 
“tem porary 
forces,” as it was put by H erbert Stein, 
chairm an of the President’s Council of 
Economic Adivsers. No policy changes 
a re 
re q u ired , 
Stein 
said 
in 
congressional testimony. 
And what were these tem porary 
phenomena that wrecked the plans? 
F irst, a spurt in food prices, Stein in­ 
dicated, curiously confusing cause and 
effect. Yes, prices rose because prices 
rose, but why did they rise? 
One reason was the sale of grain to 
the Soviets. Another was a sharp 
dow nturn 
in 
P eru v ian 
fish m eal 
production, which caused expensive 
feeds to be provided to livestock. And 
there was poor w eather. 
Another explanation is that there 
was a surge in economic activity, 
which again sounds m ore like the 
effect of shortsighted economic policy 
rath er than an explanation of why a 
sound policy foundered. 
If it is the job of the Council of 
E conom ic 
A dvisers 
to 
analyze 
probabilities and adjust their plan­ 
ning, why w asn’t the surge foreseen 
and 
appropriate 
action 
taken? 
A 
tem porary lapse? 
Next on the list of explanations is the 
dollar devaluation, which caused an 
increase in the price of im ports, and 
then the shift of wage-price controls 
from Phase 2 restraint to Phase 3 
confusion. 


It can be assum ed that, even if the 
likelihood of a dollar devaluation were 
foreseen, it really couldn’t have teen 
effectively worked into planning. But 
the shift from Phase 2 to Phase 3 is 
entirely the adm inistration’s doing. 


So also is it the adm inistration’s 
responsibility for allowing fears to 
grow among buyers that sent them on 
a spending spree to avoid higher prices 
and the tendency of sellers to m ark up 
prices in fear of another freeze. 


But as Stein argues, “Most of these 
phenomena were, we believe, tem ­ 
porary,” and 
that brings up the 
question 
of 
w hat 
tem p o ra ry 
phenomena might possibly intrude in 
coming months. 


One possibility is that w orkers will 
become m ore adam ant about raises. 
One thing that typical Am ericans 
cannot abide is the feeling they have 
lost ground, are worse off than a year 
ago. But this is so for many workers. 


Another is that consum er plans 
m ight 
be 
m ore 
ex ten siv e 
than 
foreseen. A Conference Board study 
released 
today 
shows that, 
while 
consum ers have grown pessim istic 
about business, their purchase plans 
are up sharply. 
Strong consum er spending could, in 
turn, cause m anufacturers to raise 
th eir ca p ita l spending p ro g ram s, 
putting further inflationary pressure 
on the nation’s ability to m eet de­ 
mands. Or 
perhaps 
business 
will 
overcom pensate and be left with huge 
excess capacity that could lead to 
recession. 
While the worst is said to be over in 
regard to the food -price rise, a forecast 
made before by Stein, is there any 
assurance that a late sum m er drought, 
a wet fall or an early winter won’t 
raise havoc with food prices?

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Watergate Testimony Leaves Many Questions in Conflict

Phase I of the Watergate hearings 
has ended with key figures in conflict 
over promises of executive clemency 
and whether there was an attempt to 
blame the CIA—and with unresolved 
controversy over the major point at 
issue: How much did the President 
know? 
McCord ... Caulfield ... Alch ... 
Barker ... all testified on the red carpet 
in front of the long table covered with 
green felt, where the Senate Watergate 
committee sought answers to what 
Chairman Sam J. Ervin Jr. called 
“ questions that ... strike at the very 
undergirding of our democracy.” 
As the Watergate hearings recessed 
Thursday until June 5, contradictions 
during the five days of investigation 
came down more clearly than ever 
before in the nearly year-long story of 
Watergate to one man’s word against 
another’s.

in 
testimony 
and 
the 
two 
major 
Watergate statements by President 
Nixon—one televised on April 30 and 
the other distributed to White House 
reporters last Tuesday. 
—Were the Watergate conspirators 
working under sanction from the 
President? 
James W. McCord Jr., 48, convicted 
Watergate conspirator: “ John Mit­ 
chell, by virtue of his position as attor­ 
ney general of the United States, and 
John Dean, by virtue of his position as 
a counsel to the President, by their 
consideration and approval of the 
Watergate operation, in my opinion,

gave sanction to the Watergate 
operation by both the White House and 
the attorney general’s office.... It was 
not my habit to question when two such 
high offices sanctioned an activity—it 
carried the full force and effect of 
presidential sanction.” 
Nixon: “ The burglary and bugging 
of the Democratic National Committee 
headquarters came as a complete 
surprise to me. I had no inkling that 
any such activities had been planned 
... (and) if I had known, I would not 
have permitted it.” 
In his testimony, McCord said he had 
heard from G. Gordon Liddy, a fellow 
conspirator, that Mitchell and Dean 
had approved the Watergate break-in. 
The President, in his statement 
Tuesday, decried charges which 
amount to “ second-or third-hand 
hearsay.” 
And Ervin made it clear that, “so far 
as John Mitchell (and) John Dean ... 
are concerned ... (hearsay) does not 
connect them (to Watergate) legally 
speaking.” 
—Was executive clemency offered 
and by whose authority? 
McCord: “ (John) Caulfield stated 
that he was carrying the message of 
executive clemency to me from the 
very highest levels of the White 
House.’ He stated that the President of 
the United States ... had been told.... 
He further stated that I may have a 
message to you at our next meeting 
from the President himself.’” 
John J. Caulfield, 44, former White 
House aide: “ At no time in our first 
meeting do I recall saying anything 
about the President. ... John Dean ... 
told me ... ‘Jack, I want you to ... tell 
(McCord) ... executive clemency is a 
sincere offer which comes from the 
very highest levels of the White 
House.’ ... I believed that he was 
talking about the President....” 
Nixon: “ At no time did I authorize 
any offer of executive clemency for the 
Watergate defendants, nor did I know 
of any such offer.” 
Again Ervin distinguished between 
direct evidence and hearsay. 
Was there a coverup? How much 
was the President told? 
Former Acting FBI Director L. 
Patrick Gray III, in testimony before a 
Senate appropriations subcommittee: 
On July 6, 1972, three weeks after the 
break-in, he 
told 
Nixon 
on 
the 
telephone, “ Mr. President, there is 
something I want to speak to you 
about. Dick Walters (deputy CIA 
director) and I feel that people on your 
staff are trying to mortally wound you 
by using the CIA and FBI and by 
confusing the question of CIA interest 
in, or not in, people the FB I wishes to 
interview.” Gray remembers Nixon 
pausing, then replying: “ Pat, you just 
continue to conduct your aggressive 
and thorough investigation.” 
In his April 30 speech, Nixon said he 
remained convinced until March of 
1973 “ that charges of involvement by 
members of tin* White House staff 
were false.” But then “new informa­ 
tion ... came to me ... suggesting 
further that there had been an effort to 
conceal the facts both from the 
public—from you—and from me.” 
In his statement Tuesday, Nixon was 
more specific: Because he feared that 
investigation into the activities of the 
CIA veterans involved in Watergate 
“ could lead to the uncovering of covert 
CIA operations totally unrelated to the 
Watergate break-in,” he had told his 
two top aides, ll. R. Haldeman and 
John I). Eh r bch man, to “ insure that 
the FBI would not carry its investiga­ 
tion into areas that might compromise 
... the CIA.” 
Nixon said he had emphasized 
national security 
strongly 
and, 
“ because of the emphasis I put on the 
crucial importance of protecting tin* 
national security, I can understand 
how highly motivated individuals 
could have felt justified in engaging in 
specific activities that I would have 
disapproved had they been brought to 
my attention.” 
Indeed, he said, “ unethical, as well 
as illegal, activities took place in the 


course of (the (1972 campaign). 
“ None of these took place with my 
specific approval or knowledge. To the 
extent that I may in any way have 
contributed to the climate in which 
they took place, I did not intend to; to 
the extent that I failed to prevent 
them, I should have been more 
vigilant.... 
“ (And) it now appears that there 
were persons who may have gone 
beyond my directives and sought to 
expand on my efforts to protect the na­ 
tional security ... to cover up any in­ 
volvement they or certain others 
might have had in Watergate.” 
—Was there pressure on the 
Watergate defendants to plead guilty 
in return for help later on? 
McCord: “ I had heard from Mr. 
Bernard Barker specifically that Mr. 
(E. Howard) Hunt (a Watergate 
conspirator) had brought pressure to 
bear upon Mr. Barker and the Cubans 
to use as their defense that this was a 
CIA opeation....Mr. Barker came to 
me in the corridor outside, I believe, 
the courtroom of the U.S. District 
Court building in Washington during 
breaks in the court proceedings and 
proceeded to relate to me the pressure 
which he said was being imposed upon 
hun and upon the other men who were 
defendants—Mr. (Frank) Sturgis, Mr. 
(Virgilio) Gonzalez, Mr. (Eugenio) 
Martinez—pressure that he stated was 
stemming from Mr. Hunt and other 
unnamed individuals to plead guilty 
and to go off to jail or prison and 
ultimately to receive executive 
clemency and to receive financial 
support for their families while they 
were in prison and promises—and he 
stated promises were made that they 
would be given help in obtaining a job 
or ‘rehabilitation’ at the prison.” 
Barker: Nobody told him Watergate 
was a CIA operation. He fwd Hunt’s 
word that “ this was national security 
and above the FBI and CIA.” There 
was no pressure or offer of executive 
clemency to plead guilty and go to jail 
in silence. “ I was guilty. I was caught 
inside the Democratic national head­ 
quarters at 2:30 in the morning.” Nor 
were there conditions attached to 
$45,000 to $47,000 he received from 
Hunt’s late wife for expeases. 
—Was McCord encouraged to blame 
the CIA? 
McCord, a 20-year CIA veteran: 
“ (Gerald) Alch ... my attorney 
through the I Watergate) trial ... stated 
that he had a suggestion ... that I use as 
my defense that the* Watergate op­ 
eration was a CIA operation.... He said 
... We could use as our defense (that > 
you could ostensibly have been 
recalled to the CIA to undertake the 
Watergate operation, could you not?’ 
and I said it is technically possible or 
words to that effect. He said if so, then 
my personnel records at CIA could be 
doctored to reflect such a recall.... He 
said that (James R.) Schlesinger, the 
new director of CIA, whose ap­ 
pointment had just been announced, 
could Ix* subpoenaed and would go 
along.” 
Alch, 40: “ At no time did I suggest to 
Mr. McCord that the so-called CIA 
defense be utilized,... Mr. McCord's 
allegation that I announced my ability 
to forge his (JA personnel records with 
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the cooperation of then acting CIA 
director Schlesinger is absurd and 
completely 
untrue.... 
No 
such 
statement was ever made." 


—Did McCord’s present attorney, 
Bernard Fensterwald, disclose a 
vendetta against the President? 
Alch: “ In one telephone con­ 
versation, he (Fensterwald) said to 
me, What do you think of all that is 
going on?’ I replied. ‘Whatever is right 
for Jim McCord is all right with me.* 
Mr. Fensterwald replied, 'We’re going 
after the President of the United 
States.’ I replied that I was not in­ 
terested in any vendettas against the 
President but only in the best interest 
of my client. To which Mr. Fen­ 
sterwald replied: 
Well, you’ll see. 


that’s who we’re going after, the 
lYesident.’” 
Outside the hearing room, Fen­ 
sterwald denied making the remarks. 
Alch 
offered 
to 
submit 
to 
a 


polygraph examination. Fensterwald 
said he and McCord would agree to the 
lie detector test—but only if the 
committee requires them from all wit­ 
nesses.

Solons Face Impacted Cities Vote 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
cities 
with 
development 
plans 
sidetracked by federal fund cuts would 
have a new alternative under a bill up 
for a vote next week in the Ohio House. 
The Rules Committee scheduled a 
vote on the Senate-passed measure for 
next Wednesday before the Senate and 
House adjourned Thursday for the 
three-day Memorial Day weekend. 
Each House acted on a handful of 
routine bills before the lawmakers 
went home. 
Sen. Tony P. Hall, D-6 Dayton, is 
sponsor of the so-called impacted 
cities bill which would permit cities— 
with the use of private capital—to pro­ 
ceed with urban redevelopment in 
much the same way they began but 
didn’t finish under federal programs. 
City councils would be authorized to 
designate their blighted areas for 
redevelopment, then authorize private 
corporations to use the power of 
eminent domain to proceed. 
The developers would get a 20-year 
freeze 
on 
property 
taxes, 
but 


arrangements would have to be made 
for relocating persons and businesses 
in the affected areas. 
House members approved three 
changes in state liquor laws at their 
Thursday floor session, including one 
that conforms penalties for violation of 
liquor statutes with those in Ohio’s new 
criminal code. 
Rep. Donna Pope, R-12 Parma, 
sought in a pair of unsuccessful 
amendments to toughen the proposed 
penalties for selling liquor to a minor 
and consuming alcohol in an automo­ 
bile. 
She objected to the shortening of 
maximum jail terms for those offenses 
although the bill increases the fines 
that may be imposed. Mrs. Pope 
charged that the legislature would be 
remiss to “soften the punishment for 
the worst offenses.” 
In the case of selling to minors, the 
sentence would be reduced from six 
months to 60 days and the fine in­ 
creased from $300 to $500. Drinking in 
an automobile could bring a maximum 


sentence of 30 days, instead of three 
months, and the fine would go from 
$200 to $250. 
Otherwise, the House voted to 
prohibit possession of liquor purchased 
at retail for resale, and to stagger the 
dates for the expiration of Ohio’s 
estimated 43,000 liquor permits. 
The House refused to concur in 
Senate changes in a bill extending the 
terms of city council presidents in non- 
charter cities from two to four years. 
In doing so, it went against the wishes 
of the bill’s sponsor, Rep. Leonard J. 
Camera, D-53 Ivorain. 
Rep. Robert E. Ivevitt, R-70 Canton, 
objected to Senate removal of an 
amendment he placed in the bill to let 
the noncharter cities decide for them­ 
selves whether they want council 
presidents to serve four years. 
Canton, the state’s second largest 
non-charter municipality, “ doesn’t 
want it, to my knowledge,’’ Ivevitt said. 
The vote not to concur, 43-49, clears 
the way for the bill to go to a con­ 
ference committee. 


The House added its approval to a 
measure revising the allocation of war 
orphan scholarships so that no state 
university would receive a specific 
number each year. 
Rep. Oakley C. Collins, R-92 Ironton, 
said existing restrictions resulted last 
year in only 209 being accepted of 246 
available. 
Senators approved three bills by- 
votes of 29-0. including one by Sen. 
Robert T. Securest, D-20 Cambridge, 
renaming the Division of Civil Defense 
the Disaster Services Agency and giv­ 
ing it duties in the area of “ natural and 
man-made disasters.’’ 
Secrest told the Senate: “ The civil 
defense was created so that if there 
was an enemy invasion, they could 
spring into action. This bill provides 
that while they are waiting to spring, 
we give them something to do.”

Edward Sowder, 25, of 
Detroit 
surrendered Thursday after testifying 
Im* fore an unofficial House hearing on 
amnesty for (Iraft-dodgers, deserters 
and antiwar .servicemen. 


The hearing was called by Rep. 
Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., author of a bill 
that would grant unconditional am­ 
nesty. 


Sowder apjwared at the hearing 
after his mother, lier voice cracking at 
times, told the panel he joined the 
Army against lier wishes. Mrs. Sowder 
said she told her son the “ only thing In* 
could accomplish was to get killed.” 


Sowder said fie supported the war 
when he joined the Army and volun­ 
teered for Vietnam. He said 
fie 
changed his mind about the war while 
serving at an evacuation hospital, 
treating civilians who fie said had fieen 
burned by U.S. napalm and white 
phosphorous. Sowder deserted in April 
1970. 
“ For tfie past three years, except for 
a period in Canada, I’ve lived un­ 
derground iii America, cut off from my 
family and friends,” Iii* said.

“ But if she’s entitled to higher 
benefits as a wife or a widow on her 
husband’s record,” Bieber pointed out,

disability and survivors protection 
from social security,” he said. “ If she 
becomes severely disabled and cannot 
work for a year or more, she and her 
family may be eligible for monthly 
cash payments from social security. 
And starting July I, 1973, workers of 
any age who’ve been getting social 
security disability payments for 2 
years or more may be eligible for 
Medicare. 
About 460,000 children get monthly 
social security payments based on 
their mother’s work records, he said. 
“ A child who is entitled to monthly 
social security payments based on the 
mother’s record can get them even 
though the child’s father may be 
working at a full-time job,” Bieber 
explained.

Tom 
McCall calls Oregonians "a team of 
independent thinkers." 
“ Oregon people think for them­ 
selves, they don’t wait for direction 
from Washington, ILC. They don’t 
want Big Daddy to lead them,’’ says 
state Sen. Ed Potts of Grants Pass. 
The Republican governor and the 
Dem ocratic legislator share the 
viewpoint that Oregon is a progressive 
state 
whose 
residents 
seek 
im aginative solutions to current 
problems. 
The state, 31st in population and loth 
in size among the 50 states, has 
enacted some laws and programs that 
have stimulated debate among other 
states, especially rn the field of the 
environment. 
Oregon, for example, is the only 
state that prohibits throwaway bottles 
for most beverages. 
In the 1960s, Oregon led the nation in 
restricting billboards along its high­ 
ways — before the federal Highway 
Beautification Act took effect. 
Oregon was one of the first states to 
gain approval for its clean air im­ 
plementation plan and its water 
discharge permit program from the 
federal Environm ental Potection 
Agency. 
But Oregon’s critics point out that 
the state’s history is not one of unin­ 
terrupted adv a ncemen t. 
The state in the 1860s repealed its 
ratification of the 14th Amendment 
and remained on record until this year 


as disapproving that original equal 
rights amendment to the Constitution. 
The development of mass tran­ 
sportation has lagged in the 135-mile- 
long Willamette River Valley, where 
more than 60 per cent of the state’s 
2,000,000 residents live. 
Even audiences in a state which 
considers itself independent are 
sometimes startled to hear McCall’s 
appeal to discourage tourism and 
migration into his state. His theme: 
Oregon’s great but too many people 
will just spoil it, so why not go 
elsewhere and leave our beloved state 
to us and our children? 
The state’s progressive reputation 
has apparently undone M cCall’s 
campaign. For in 1972, the state at­ 
tracted 100,000 new residents.
